Greater sense of 
urgency needed 


1/1/ e have praise for the 

W V government of Justin 
Trudeau, but also some concerns. 

We’re delighted with the 
announcement of merit-based 
senatorial recommendations, 
getting away from the bitter 
partisanship of the previous 
appointment process. The 
nomination of individuals like 
Gwen Boniface, the first female OPP 
commissioner, Sarbjit Marwah, 
former vice-chair and chief 
operations officer of Scotiabank, 
and Diane Griffin, Stratford town 
councillor and former deputy 
minister of environmental 
resources for Prince Edward Island, 
can only strengthen Canada’s 
political system and add real value 


And a recent announcement 
Canadians won’t have to repay 
Canada Student Loans until they 
are earning at least $25,000 a year, 
in addition to the recent 50% 
increase in Canada Student Grant 
levels, is good news and long 
overdue. 

But we are still waiting to see 
meaningful action on First Nations 

Too many First Nations 
communities are struggling with 


poor water and sanitation - more 
than 100 coping with a “boil water" 
advisory on any given day. Too 
many First Nations schools are in 
poor condition and underfunded. 
And although the discussion has 
begun, too many First Nations kids 
are taken into care and separated 
from their families, far beyond the 
national average, while access to 
social services, health care and 
parenting supports remain below 
average. 

We understand it will take time 
to fix a system that has been broken 
for far too long; we just wish there 
was a greater sense of urgency. 

Fixing the Senate is a good thing; 
easing student debt is fine - but 
none of that is “life or death." Fixing 
the conditions in remote and 
isolated communities, correcting 
injustice, combating depression, 
poverty, abuse and addiction - 
giving a new generation hope and 
the possibility of positive outcomes 
- is just that: a matter of life or 
death. 

The Trudeau government 
has “back-ended" funding for 
First Nations, with the greatest 
investment coming in Year 5 of 
a multi-year commitment, but 
there needs to be a greater sense of 
urgency.

Li told friends on Oct. 17 he was going 
fishing in Innisfil, on Lake Simcoe. His 
car was found abandoned on Oct. 21, 
triggering a marine search by both 
South Simcoe and York Region marine 
units, using a combination of boats, 
personal watercraft and an unmanned 
aerial vehicle provided by Barrie Police.

It was 1966; she and 
husband David were at the 
Burlington Lilac Festival 
when she stumbled upon a 
big community sale. 

What caught her eye? 
An old bottle, made of 
amber glass, and a cou¬ 
ple of huge keys, like some-
